wherejn he made ſuch a ſurpriſing Pro- 
oreſs, that it was thewonder and amaze-- 
mentof all thatknew him; and his Father, 
toencourageand improve thoſe pregnant 
Parts wherewith this happy Youth was 
bleſt,fenthim tothe Univerſity of Oxford, 
and placed him m Trinitz-Colledge, wnder 
the care of an Ingenious and Learned

No ſooner did the Fame of his Sreit 
Abilities reach the Royal Ear, bit. his 


late Majeſty caſt a favontable Eye upon

His Majeſty having December 5. 1639. 
upon the advice of the Earl of -Stref- 
ford, and Marqueſs of Hawiltow, and 
DoGar Lavd Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
declared his reſolution for the calling a 
Parhament. After 11 years interval, he 
was ( by the unanimous conſent of the 
Inhabitants of the Borough of Tewkes-

- This 
was the fourth Parliament which had 
been Diſſolved by his Majeſty. 
- In the beginning of our unhappy 
Troubles, he raiſed a Regiment for the 
Service of his Majeſty ;- and was by him 
( upon the Rupture with the Parli- 
ment, mide Governour of Waymonth; 
being at the ſame time High Sheriff of 
the County of Dorſet : And when he 
faw that the War would unavoidably 
break out, he ſummoned (by virtue of 
his Po/e Comitatus ) the whole County 
from tixteen years old, to meet at Dor- 
cheſter, which is the County Town, 
thereby to engage them to ſtand by his 
Majeſty : But before that day appointed 
for their Meeting, his Majeſty ſent down 
Colonel Williams Aſphurnhan with a Com- 
miſſion to be Governour of the County

 Whereypon the weak condition he was 
then brought into, by his confinement, 
requiring ſpeedy enlargement, he pre- : 
ſented another. Petition .to His Majeſty, 
and likewiſe to the Houſe of Lords, in 
both which. he, renued his Supplication, 
to be releaſed from his impriſonment. 
And not only :acknowledged , with all 
humble ſubmuſſion, That his endeavour- 
ing to maintain the Parkaments being 
Difſolv'd, was an ill adviſed Action ;

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who wilt ſtrive in vain. to fail againſt 

Wind afd Tide,) but in the moſt ſub- 
miſſive Terms, aſſured them, that he was

Upon« Which the: Lords refuſing to - 
make an:Addreſs to His Majeſty, for his 
Lordſhips cifcharge, entered into a de- 
bate. concerning! his Appeal from. their 
Houſe to the Xivgs-Bench, tor an Habeas 
Corpus - but not being able to come to 
any Reſolution about it that day, the 
next day it was reſumed again, and the 
Records of the Xings-Bench produced, by 
which it dii appear, that two Rules of 
Court had been obtain'd upon the moti- 
on of his Lordſhips Councy , and the re- 
turns thereupon were read ; by which it 
did appear, that the Earl had been com- 
- mitted the 167th. of February, 1676. for 
a Contempt committed againſt the Zouſe 
of Lords, 'and then the: remitture of the 
Earl to the Tower was read-.':: After this; 
a Petitionfromhis Lordihip to the Houſe 
was read, wherein he took notice of an 
Order of the Hauſe, for bringing thither 
the Records of the Xings-Bench Court, 
concerning the matter of an Habeas Cor- 
pus, brought by him ; acquainting them, 
that he -took-himſelf to be very much 
.concern'd; that they ſhould enter into a 
debate of that Nature, in his abſence, 
ſince he had an uudoubted Right to ke 
preſent, and plead for himſelf, * when a 
debate of any new matter: againſt him 
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was entred upon': and that although he 


. could not pretend, but that there might 


be a probability of his having errd, tor

he reſolved not to do any thing willing-

- ſhould be neealftary. for the manage- 
ment of their Affairs ;' colleted Mony, 
. appointed Officers, - delivered out Com- 
miſſions, procur'd a Bull from the Pope, 
for the Excommunicating of His moſt 
Sacred Majeſty ; held divers Conſults at 
Wild-Houſe, the White Horſe Tavern, and 


ſeveral other places, to conſider of the F| 


methods which they were to take in this 
Conſpiracy, and appoint every orie the 
part which he was to aC&t in the Plot. 
Wherein thoſe vile Mid; ind Tray- 
tors, with an Helliſh Impudence, adven- 
turd to Declare the beſt of Kings to be 
Excommunicated, and Condemned as an 
Heretick, by the pretended power of the 
Pope, to loſe both his Crown and Life : 
together with all the Proteſtant Nobili- 
ty, Gentry, and Commonalty of Eng- 
land, who had rendered themſelves any 
way obnoxious, by their endeavours to 
ſuppreſs Popery, eſpecially His Grace the 
Duke of Monmouth, and the Earl of Shafts- 
bury. Nor were their Deſigns diſcover- 
ed, till they were juſt ready to be put in 
Execution ; all things being in as much 
readineſs, as they were in the Gunpowder 
Treaſon againit King James.

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that Grand ImpoliWM- at Rowe) Kings 
Reign, and Princes Decree, Juſtice, it 
was ſeafonably diſcovered, to their 
amazement, and confuſion, whereby they 
were driven -to the very. depths of de- 
ſpair ; fearing that their Villany, being 
ſo plainly diſcovered, and their Cruelty, 
and 'Treaſon expoſed, and undeniably 
proved by Coleman's Letters, Godfrey's 
Murther, Arnald's Aſſaſſination,&c. they 
ſhould never be able to clear themſelves, 
and retrieve their Plot.

el to their malice, and ſharpened their | 
deſire of accompliſhing his ruine. - Aſſu» 
ring themſelves, as the Lords in the Zow- 
er told Mr. Dangerfeld, That if they 
were as well rid of hin, as they were of 
Sir Edmondbury Godfrey, they thould then 
be able to conquer all difficulties, ſtifle 
the Popiſh Plot, and bear down all be. 
fore them. Wherefore, finding him the 
greateſt hinderance to their Deſigns, and 
the moſt ative Man in proſecuting their

ſpeedy courſe to deſtroy ſome particular

| fluencer of thereſt: notlong after which, ' 
Matteſon pull'd a Piſtol out of his Pocket, 
in Mr. Prance's Shop, affirming he would 
| therewithdo Shaftsburys buſineſs, having 
| provided the fame for that purpoſe ; ſe- 
veral others alſo aſſures Mr. Praxce, that 
he would ſpeedily be deſtroyed. . 

But after this,their rage was heigthned, 
and they ſuppoſed themſelves obliged to 
a greater vigilancy, 1n accompliſhing his 
ruine,upon the accountof a Speech which 
was faid to be ſpoken by him in the 
Houſe of Lords, March, 25. 1679. upon 
occaſion of the Houſes Reſolving it ſelf
